Terada shows all of 
applicant's apparatus except a management site. Terada et al clearly shows in Fig. A 
plurality of server sites A...N that a client computer can access in order to download 
music, videos, etc. No obvious combination of references found would have taught one 
of ordinary skill in the art to make and use applicant's apparatus as claimed.
